quotas are pradually being cut and 
if the levee project is not put on) 
a special quota, it will not be many 
weeks before the foree will be cut 
to such a small number that the | 
work will be very limited, 

The Biba delegation in Wash- 
ington wag asked to look into this | 
matter before it returns, and it is 
hoped that a special provision will | 
be made for continuing the work. 
The quota has already been cut to 
practically half, and an effort will 
be made to get it inereased, or at 
least held up to the present level, 
so that the work may proceed with | 
patisfaction, 

The following article in regard 
to the work is taken from Wednes- 
day’s Montgomery Advertiser: 


Work on levee construction at 
Ibu and Geneva, at a standstill 
for the past week because of re- 
strietions on team and truck hire, 
is expected to be resumed today, 
following notice to Thad Holt, 
Alabama CWA direcor, of a rul- 
ing by the Washington office that 
teams und trucks, when driven by 
owners, may be counted in the la- 
bor quotas of the counties. 

The effect of this ruling will be 
to vestore the greater part of the 
teams und trucks on the two proj- 
cets, without which the work could 
not be carried on, but at the ex- 
pense of other labor in the county, 

In other words, Mr. Holt explain- 
od, sinee the team and truck hire 
is ineluded in the labor quota of 
each county, it means that for ev- 
ery team or truck and owner em- 
ployed that another CWA laborer 
must be laid off elsewhere in the 
county. 

It ulso means, Mr, Holt said, that 
the number of teams and trucks 
will be subject to reduction each 
week as the demobilization pro- 
wram is carried on. 

Notice of this ruling was con- 
tained in telegrams to Mr. Holt by 
Congressman Lister Hill, who has 
been active in behalf of the Ploma- 
ton-4lood control project, and Sen- 
ator John H, Bankhead, Similar 
notice was received by Mayor J. 
O, English of Elba in telegrams 
from Congressman Henry B. Stea- 


gall, 

Senator Hugo Black, Mr. Holt 
said, also has been active in urg- 
ing continuation of the work. 

Mr. Holt last night had not as- 
certained whether the ruling clas- 
sifying teams and trucks driven by 
owners as part of labor expendi- 
tures instead of material, as here- 
tofore, shall apply to the State as 
a whole. 

In the event such ruling does ap- 
ply to the State, he said, it will 
permit an increase in material ex- 
penditures of about $28,000 a 
week, or approximately $200,000 
for the period to May 1, when the 
CWA program will close, The limit 
cn material expenditures had pre- 
viously been set at $500,000 for 
the period, which was to include 
all truck and team hire.

Regarding the Flomaton project, 
on which work has not yet been 
started, Engineer Crow expressed 
some doubt that it was feasible to 
undertake the project just now, 
This is beeause the suota of CWA 
workers for the county is low, and 


will be reduced weekly, as in oth- ; 


er counties, raising the question of 
whether the work that could be 
done by May 1 would be worth- 
while, inasmuch as the CWA pro- 
gram will end at that time, Mr. 
Crow said he would discuss the 
question with Robert Keenan, en- 
gineer, upon his return from Wash- 
ington. 

The Elba and Geneva projects, 
parts of which are 20 per cent 
or more completed, will also re- 
quire much longer than May 1 to 
complete, and arrangements will 
have to be made in some way for 
continuation of the work after May 
1 if the projects are to be car- 
ried to completion,

Alabama Has More Mules, 
Milk Cows And Heifers 


Alabama farmers had more 
mules, milk cows and heifer calves, 
but less horses, hogs and sheep, on 
January 1 this year than they did 
one year ago, according to a live- 
stock report by F. W. Gist, state 
and federal agricultural statisti- 
| cian. 

The total value of all livestock 
on Alabama farms the first of this 
year was $48,050,000, compared 
with $37,745,000 the first of 19838. 

Mr, Gist found 53,000 horses, 
825,000 mules, 901,000 head of 
cattle, 480,000 milk cows, 47,000 
sheep, 948,000 hogs, 101,000 milk 
heifers and 184,000 heifer calves 
on Alabama farms the first of this 
year,

Answering an appeal for help 
from Probate Judge E. J. Garrison 
of Ashland, on behalf of scores of 
men, women and children left 
homeless by the tornado which 
swept through Clay County Sun- 
day night, killing two people and 
injuring many others, Adj, Gen. 
Hartley A, Moon, by direction of 
Goy. Miller, yesterday forwarded 
30 large tents and a quantity of 
cots and blankets for distribution 
throughout the stricken area. 

In a long distance telephone con- 
versation with Colonel Moon and 
the Governor, Judge Garrison said 
the storm cut a path through the 
county 27 miles long by some sey- 
en miles wide, extending from the 
vicinity of Millerville to a point 
some distance southeast of Ash- 
land. The course of the tornado 
was irregular, however, he said, 
leaving some sections practically 
untouched and yenting the full 
strength of its fury on others. 

The Probate Judge reported 
that 98 houses had been demolish- 
ed, and approximately 400 people 
left without shelter. 

On instructions from the Gov- 
ernor, the Adjutant General com- 
municated with the War Depart- 
ment in Washington, and obtained 
the necessary authority for use of 
the tents and other military sup- 
plies in providing for the storm 
sufferers. 

The tents, cots and blankets left 
here by motor truck yesterday af- 
ternoon for Ashland, from which 
point distribution of the supplies 
will be made, and were expected 
to reach there some time before
